Alabama’s chief executive used every exet- 
tion to prevent the duel in his state. 
graphed to every county in the state, and yes- 
terday morning when he ascertained that his 
officers had been eluded, and that the fight 
took place near the state line he was angry. 

Gentlemen who were in Montgomery yester- 
day morning, and who reached Atlanta last 
night, say that Governor Seay says he will 
have officers sent for all parties interested in 
the affair, and see that the law is vindicated. 

Just what will be done remains to be seen. 

Mr. Calhoun passed the day at his home, 
and will remain in the city some time. Cap 


tain Jackson has no idea of going away, and if 


rovernor Seay wantsthem he will have no 
tronble in securing them. 


ON THE WAY BACK, 


Incidents of the Race With the Sheriffs and 
the Duel, 

On our return to Atlauta yesterday Mr. 
Bruffey and myseif were asked thousands of 
questions about the Calhoun-Williamson duel 
—among them if the men really shot ill? 
were the pistols loaded with balls, ere 
they blank cartridges? and hundreds of other 
such, I may say, foolifh questions. 

The bravery shown by both parties in the 
figut was simply unequaled. They are the 
tivo gamest men I ever saw, and in the history 
of this country, itis safe to say, there will 
never be anothersuch duel. : 

Tiad it not been for the darkness both men 
would have been killed, for both are good 
shots. 

Mr. Williamson apparently wanted to hit 
Mr. Calhoun before thé latter could get good 
aim, and therefore fired all five of his balls in 
less than two seconds. He was familiar with 
his pisto!, having on the same day practiced 
twice with a similar weapon, but his haste was 
evidently the cause of his wild shots. 

Mr. Calhoun, on the other hand, was a per- 
fectStranger to the hammerless Smith & Wes- 
son self-cocker. In fact Captain Harry Jack- 
son says Mr. Calhoun not only never used one 
before but never even had one in his hands, 
and as for himself he never saw one until yes- 
terday onthe grounds. Captain Jackson at 
first protested against the weapons but Mr. 
Calhoun said he was perfectly willing to use 
them. Mr. Calhoun is a dead shot and while 
he might have shot to kill it struck me other- 
wise. 

After the first shots, and when the colloquy 
ensued, Mr. Calhoun simply held Mr. Will. 
iamson’s life in his hands. He could have 
killed him at any moment, and it would have 
been perfectly justifiable under the code. 
Whether he ever had any idea of shooting 
again is the question. Noone knew then, and 
perhaps no one knows now. Mr, Williamson’s 
cool bravery in teliing him to “shoot your re- 
maining four balls and then we shall load and 
shoot egain,’’ folding his arms and standing 
erect to receive the balls, was an exhibition of 
courage that gained for him the admiration of 
everyone on the field. Mr. Calhoun’s action 
in firing his four bailsin the air was magnani- 
mous, and wasaclear exhibitiou of the pure 
manhood of the man. 


When Mr. King started to approach Mr. 
Williamson during the colloquy, and Captain 
Jackson Jeveled his revolver and cried, ‘‘Hold 
your position—if you approach him I shall 
kill yon’’-—the scene was dramatic beyond de- 
acription. 

There were on the field, besides the princi- 
pais and seconds, the twosurgeons, Dr. Cooper 
and Dr. Batty, Colonel J. J. Seay, of Rome, 
Mr. Dozier, THe Constitution's engineer, 
Mr. Taylor, of the Rome Tribune, and Mir. 
Braffey and myself. 3 

Every one thought Mr. King was armed, and 
expecting general shooting, there was gome- 
what of ascramble among some of the spec 
tators. Bruffey (ropped on the ground behind a 
sium); the others drew back in the woods, ant 
I sought the shelter of a pine sapling the size 
of my arm to the immediate right of Captain 
Jackson. 

But Mr. King, strangely, was not armed, and 
there was no general shooting.

Just after the first exchange of shots Colonel 
John Seay, of Rome, rushed up almost between 
the two principals and excitedly cried: 

“Gentlemen, as a citizen of Georgia and 
Alabama I demand that this stop.’’ 

“If you don’t moye aside,’’ cried Captain 
Jackson leveling his pistol at Colonel Seay, 
**T shall shoot you.” 

“‘Well, shoot!’ cried Colonel Seay. 

Justatthismoment Mr. Taylor rushed up 
and by main foree pulled Colonel Seay aside. 

Asascene fora wild and picturesqued’ uel 
no more strange spot could have been selected 
than in that smal!) clearing in a clump of 
woods. it was not more than seventy-five 
fect square and was covered with a growth of 
scrubby bushes. On three sides were great tall 
trees underMeath which was a dense under- 
growth. On the fourth side was the railroad 
track with THe CoNSsTITUTION engine and Mr. 
Williamson’s car, containing Judge Tompkins 
and Mr. W. B. Lowe, both of whom Captain 
Jackson refused to allow upon the ficld. 

With the puffing engine, the dimly lighted 
car, the group inthe clearing surrounded by 
the great, tail trees and in almost total dark- 
ness, the scene was a weird one. Then the re- 
ports of the pistols, the tlames from their muz- 
zles- next the silence, the collequy, the four 
shotsin the air, the frightened owls hooting 
and moaning in the distance—it was a queer,

Bruffey was twice the hero of the day. Once 
when heshot his little fingeroff. Again at 
Cedar Bluff. 

The special engine and car bearing Mr. Wil- 
liamson and party and the train with 
Mr. Calhoun ane Captain Jackson ar- 
rived in Cedar atthe sanit minute. A big 
black bearded sheriff with a pistol in one hand, 
a telegram in the other, followed hy a posse of 
five armed men jumped on the platform of 
Mr. Williamson’s car. 

“T want Williamson,” he gruffly cried to 
Mr. King.

He runs a dummy on Colonel Seay’s line in 
Rome and through Colonel Seay’s kindness I 
was able to secure his services torun. the en- 
ginc I had secured. At Rayne’s station a 
posse of officers ran up to arrest the party. A 

ig fellow with a rifle run towards the envine, 
to the edge of the cut in which it stood, and 
leveled his ritle at Mr. Dozier. - 

‘Stop that train!’’ he commanded. 

**Not today, thanks,’’ answered Dozier, as 
with a waveof his hand he threw the throttle 
wide open, without even dodging. 

The otlicer did rot shoot and the train rushed 
off.

Rushing back to Rome aiter being put off 
Mr. Williamson’s car in the woods, I went im- 
mediately to Dr. Holmes’s office to telephone 
General Manazer Lawrence, of the Rome and 
Decatur, to have an engine ready for me im- 
mediately. 

Mr. Lawrence replied he had only one en- 
gine and no engineer who had ever been over 
his road. Icould havo it if he had an engi- 
neer, but without one it was impossible. 

Dr. Helines went to the ’phone and said: 
‘‘Lawrence, he must have an engine. Arrange 
it, please, if not for THe ConstriruTion, for 
me,”’ 

I then leftin search of an engineer while 
Dr. Holmes was talking. I met Colonel Seay 
and told him I must have an engincer at any 
cost. 

“That’s just what I bave, and you shall 
have him. Here he comesin a dummy now, 
and he kuows the road,-too.”’ 

“Bring him outto the Rome and Decatur 
quick,’’ I replied. : 

Then I drove out to the depot, told Mr. Law- 
rence I had a man, secured a fireman and as 
Mr. Lawrence went to his office to write in- 
structions for the engineer Mr. Seay and En- 
gineer Dozier arrived, jumped in the engine, 
threw the threttle wide open and we were off 
running wildly down the track without orders 
or instiuctions, but fortunately the track was 
clear and we got throngh safely. 

Catching Mr. Williamson’s engine and car, 
which were side-tracked at the junction and 
were not able to move without a pilot, I offcred 
them our .nilot, provided we were taken 
aboard their car, with the understanding that 
their ergine was to pull the car and ours*‘to 
follow. 

They had no alternative. It was take us 
aboard or not get to the duelling grounds on 
time. 

They accepted the offer with thanks. But 
just then the sheriff appeared. We took Mr. 
Williamson and Mr. King on our engine, and 
were off. Afterwards their engine and car

KEEPING UP WITH 


How the Conastitution’s Representatives Fol- 
lowed the Fighters to the Field. , 

The Calhoun-Williamson duel was the one 
thing discussed in the hotel corridors, private 
parlors, and uvon the streets yesterday from 
dawusto dark. 

Minute details of the fight were in great 


demand. 

THE CONSTITUTION’S magnificent and com- 
plete work excited the admiration of every- 
body, and the issue ofthe paper was exhausted 
long before the noon hour. 

I'wice the edition could have been sold. 

On Friday last. when the trouble then pend- 
ing between the gentlemen became known, 
members of Tur CONSTITUTION staff were in- 
structed to watch it closely and toshadow the 
gentlemen connected with it until the cenelu- 
sion was reached. 

Their work in vesterday’s edition shows how 
faithfully they carried out their orders. 

Mr. E. W. Barrett was assigned to the Wil- 
liamson party. . 

Mr. E. C. Bruffey was put upon the Cal- 
houn party. : 

This was Friday afternoon about half past 
four o’clock. The Kimball house was then 
the baitlefield’ and the two reporters hung 
closely around with ears and eves open, never 
leaving the hotel except to follow either Mr. 
Williamson or Mr. Calhoun. 

The work was slow, but it was interesting. 

Late Friday night it became apparent to 
those who were conversant with the latest 
work thatthe gentlemen were preparing to 
leave the city. About half past ten 
o'clock Captain Jackson entered the 
Kimball and went up the elevator. In 
a few minutes he came down and walked 
hurriedly out the Wall street entrance with 
his shadow cleselv behind him. At the union 
depot he entered a cab and was driven rapidly 
to his residence. 

A cab followed closely behind. 

Captain Jackson remained at his residence 
about ten minutes, and came out carrying a 
small satchel. He then re-entered the cab and 
was driven to the union depot. Stopping 
at the eastern end he was joined by Mr. Cal- 
houn, who was awaiting him. Together 
the two gentlemen entered a Mann car 
and went toa section which had been reserved 
for them. 

Mr. Bruffey was upon the same train when 
it pulled out. 

No one knew whither the gentlemen were 
bound, and a careful watch was necessary to 
preventaloss. At every station the front and 
rear entrances had to watched, and when Cap- 
tain Jackson emerged from the section at 
Anniston, followed by Mr. Calhoun, his 
shadow mace himself scare. Captain Jack- 
sou passed within three feet of Mr. Bruffey in 
leaving the car without knawing it. 

From that time on it was a game of hide and 
seek. No two gentlemen ever tried harder to 
evade friends and avoid observation than Cap-— 
tain Jackson and Mr. Calhoun, and the watch 
kept upon them was hard work. 

But Mr. Bruffey was equally to the task, and

Mr. Barrett was not long in ascertaining that 
the Calhoun party had left the city and with

About six the next morning Mr. Williamson 
left his room, closcly followed by Mr. Barrett. 
The gentleman and his friend walked tothe 
union depot and boarded a Western and At- 
lanita traiu, Mr. Barrett within reach. At 
Kingston, where Mr. Williamson's private car 
was awaiting him, Mr. Barr tt’s presence 
wes detected, and an attempt was 
mide to give him the

Outside of Reme.on the Rome and 
Decatur read, Mr. Barrett was made to leave 
the train. He felt knocked ort, but not de- 
feated. Hlurrying back to Rome he sougit 
Mr. $Lawrence, superintendent of the Reme 
and Decatur and chartered a special engine. 

But Mr. Lawrence could uat furnish au en- 
gineer. 

Then Mr, Barrett ‘bought’ one off adummy 
Jine and in a short time overtook Mr. William- 
son's private car. The car was standing upon 
a sidetrack, and could not move. Mr. Wiliiam- 
son's engineer had never been over the road, 
and the superintendent would not permit the 
train to move under a man unacquainted with 
the line. 

Mr. Barrett’s engineer, however, knew the 
road. 

When he pulled out of Rome Mr. 
Barrett was ina hurry and erdered his engi- 
neer to turn the machine loose. 

Ly those who were on the engine the ride is 
described as having been wild, reckless and 
dangerous. 

3ut Mr. Barrett was willing to take all 
chances. 

Realizing that Mr. Williamson could never 
reach tlie field without lis assistance, Mir. 
Barrett approached Judge Tompkins, saying: 

_ ‘You can’tget there without my assistance. 
Now, if you wont to fight that duel I’ll take 
you to the grounds upon one condition.”’ 

“What is it?’’ asked the judge. 

“Give me and my party seats in your car.” 

Judge Tompkins did so and Mr. Barrett was 
at the fight. 

The last line of the duel heading in vester- 
day’s CONSTITUTON, stating that Mr. William- 
son makes retraction, conveyed a wrong idea. 
Tho facts were that Mr. Williamsen withdrew 
his remarks when Mr. Calhoun stated that in 
Iris statements before the legislature commit- 
tee Mir. Williamson, personally, did not enter 
his mind.

PHIGHTFUL TRAGEDY IN-.A MACON 
GAMBLING DEN. 


A FORMER ATLANTA MAN BUTCHERED. 


a 
An All-Night Game of Poker, Which Winds 
Up by One Gambler Carving Up 
the Other-—The Detai@. 


Macon, Ga., August 11.—[{Special.]—Macon 
has had anothe Sunday murder from gambling 
and druukedness. 

Hierman Bonnefeld, formerly of Atlanta, 
but of late years a resident of Macon, was 
Killed this morning about three o’clock ina 
gaming room kept by W.H. McCrary in the 
rear of W. W. Wagnor’s barroom on Fourth 
street, next tothe National and Commercial 
hotels, and nearly opposite the union passen- 
ger depot. 

The person doing the killing was Levy Low- 
enthal, another well known gambler, gener- 
ally known as ‘‘Lee,’”? a man who has been in 
several serious cutting difficulties and who pos- 
sesses a bad reputation for quarreling and ag- 
gressiveness, especially when under the infiu- 
ence of liquor. 

The room in which 

THE TRAGEDY OCCURRED 
is Small and dingy, situated in the heart of 
oth}. similar dives where many characters 
of the very worst sort frequent and 
make the building a veritable hell-hole, a dis— 
grace to the city and a blight upon the people. 

According to the evidence before the cor- 
oner’s jury this morniig, this dark and unat- 
tractive room contained about fifteen gamblers, 
who, Sunday though it was, were gaming and 
drinking when the murder happened, and who, 
at the very commencement of the trouble, fied 
precipitately from the room, through windows 
and doors, leaving only Proprietor McCrary, 
D. 8S. Brown, a lightning rod agent,” of Cuth- 
bert, and W. E. McKenna, of Savannah, to 
contend with and attempt to separate the 
combatants. Had the men present united in 
an effort to part the two fighters, the murder 
would never have happened. 

BOHNEFELD’S CHARACTER. 

As all whe were acquainted with Herman 
Bohnefel well know he wasa quiet and very 
peaceful man when not drinking, but when 
under the infiuence of liquor he was quarrel- 
some. 

VERY PROFANE AND ABUSIVE. 
He was in the latter condition last night and 
this morning. 

The particulars of the difficulty as briefiy as 
posible are there:

Lowenthal had received two red checks from 
Lum Scott, worth twenty-five cents each. and 
Lowenthai reached over to Bohnefeld’s checks 
to get five white checks. worth five cents each, 
in exchange for his red check worth twenty- 
five cents. Bohnefeld saw the move cnthe 
part of. Lowenthal, but did not 
divine his purpose, but thoughi 
that Lowenthal was trying to 
steal his checks, whereupon Bohnefeid cursed 
Lowenthal for a————-—— —— and ap- 
plied -various vile epithets to him, among 
which mingled the words thief, liar, etc. 
Bolinefeld invited Lowenshal to go out of the 
room and fight the matter like men, saying 
that he could whip any —— —— —— like 
Lowenthal or any of Lowenthal’s G——d 
d——i friends. 

Lowenthal declined to fight, the impression 
being on the mind of some of the witnesses 
that Lowenthal was afraid of Bobnefeld. 

In afew moments Bohnefeld went into the 
bar in an adjoining room, and Lowenthal left 
the gaming saloon by a side door, and went up 
to the Kennesaw restaurant, a few dvors 
above. 

Presently Bohnefeld also 
and went into MecCrary’s gaming room, 
a few feet away, and commenced 
playing stud poker ata table were quite a 
number of others were at play.

On entering McCrary’s, Lowenthal also en- 
gaged in the game of stud poker at the same 
table where Bohnefeld was playing. As the 
game progressed, Pohnefeld lost and 
Lowenthal won. The game proceeded 
quietly, until finally W. E. McKenna, of 
Savannah, who was sitting next to Lowenthal, 
asked Lowenthal to divide the pot with him. 
Lowenthal said, ‘‘No, I don’t care to do so— 

I HAVE GOT A PAIR.”’ 7 

Bohnefeld thought, from these remarks, that 
Lowenthal and McKenna were playing against 
him, and Bohnefeld exclaimed to Lowenthal: 
‘*Look here, you G—d d—d —- — - , Lhave 
been watching you, and I don’t propose to be 
robbed by a d—n thief any longer.” 

Lowental said: ‘‘Bohnefeld, you have 
cursed me cnough tonight, and I don’t intend 
to take any more of it. You have no right to 
call me what you do.” : 

Bohnefeld replied: ‘‘Well, you are a —— 
— ——-and a thief,’’ and as he uttered the 
words he tore up the cards that were 
in his hand, and both -men_ rose 
from their seats simultaneously and 
Lowenthal threw a case 6of_~—Ss ivory 
checks into Bolinefield’s face. 

THE MEN THEN CLINCHED 
and Bohnefeld threw Lowenthaland the two 
men fell together under the table. The crowd 
by this time had fled from the room, leaving 
only W. H. McCrary, D. P. Brown and W. E, 
McKenna, who pulled the two men apart. 
Both of the men ta3n got chairs and started 
to hit each other, Wien their arms were caught 
by McCrary, Brown and McKenna. 

McCrary had Lowenthal backed up against 
the wall,and McOwrary terned to see what 
Bohuefeld was coinr, and beheld him in the 


| act of throwing a case-keeper, a picce of 


gaming furniture about a foot long and sev- 
eral iuches thick, made of wood, at Lowen- 
thal. McCrary let loose of Lowenthal and 
started toward JBohnefeld to prevent 
him throwing 
thal, but Bohnefeld promptly hurled the 
case-keeper at Lowenthal, but Lowenthal 
dodged it, and the zase-keeper struck the 
door. 

Immediately as Bohnefeld threw the case- 
keeper, Lowenthal, who had au open knife in 
his hand, struck at Bohnefeld, over McCrary’s 
shoulder, and the blade struck Bolinefeld 
about the left eye, making a rake of several 
inches, but not inflicting a serious wound. 
Lowenthal then cut Bohnefeld on the left arm. 
It was a long, deep and fearful looking gash. 
It extended on the outside of the arm from the 
shoulder to the elbow. 

THE WOUND BLED PROFUSELY 
but the cut would not have caused death. 
The third and fatal cut was a stab: 
knife blade entered the ieft breast 
one and aie half inches from the cen- 
ter of the chest. It passed throvgh 
the second and third ribs, passing five inches 
down, then backward and, a little forward, 
which was in the direction of the base of the 
heart. Dr. J. C. Johnson who arrived a few 
moments after Bohnefeld died, and who made 
an examination of the woulds, said thatin his 
apinion the base of the heart had been pene-- 
trated by the knife blade. Ho easily probed 
the wound five inches. . 

‘hese three wounds were the only 
cuts that Dr. Johnson examined, and were 
the only cuts about which any evidence was 


the 
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given to the jury, but when Undertaker Keat 


ing and friends were preparing the body for 
burial they found asmallcuton the back of 
the head and asmail one on the throat. The 
testimony was that Lowenthal imade no further 
attempt to cut Bohnefeld after the stab in the 
breast. Sosoon as this stab was given, Bohne- 
feld commenced to totter and sat down on a 
table. He then fell over on the tabie, and was 
assisted by McCrary and Erown to lie down on 
the floor. The only words Bolinefeld said after 
being cut were: ‘lam badly hurt; give mea 
giass of water.’ 

The water was handed him but helnever paid 
any attention to it, and in five minutes aiter 
being cut 

BOHNEFELD WAS A CORPSE. 

Lowenthal left the room immediately after 
the cutting but returned in a moment after 
Bohnefeld breathed his last, and then went 
out again and tried to hide 
in the rear of the gaimbling 
room attached to the Kennesaw restaurant, 
but he was closely followed by Officer Jenkins, 
and Lowenthal seeing all chance of escape cut 
off, as Officer Heath was iu the alley guarding 
the rear, he from behind a water 
closet and gave limselfup. He was taken to 
the barracks, but later in the day was carried 
to jail, where he now is. 

The following was the coroncr’s jury: T.C. 
Hendrix, foreman; Emmit Baines, secretary ; 
W. B. Chapman, Nat. Birdsong, Tom Dame, 
John T. LBoifeuiilet, J. H. Brewer, Chertie 
Damour, 8S. A. Griswold, i. M. Butner, Hugh 
McKevrey, W. A. Wilder. The verdict was 
murder. Jurers Dame and Griswold signed 
the verdict under protest, claiming that the 
killing was voluntary mansiaughter. 

The evidence disclosed that Bohnefeld was 
unarmed. Hehad weapons of no kind, not 
even a pocket Kniie. 

W. H. McCrary, the proprietor of the gam- 
ing saloon in which the murder occurred, is a 
Tenuesseean by birth, but has lived in At- 
lanta and came to Macen from Atlanta about 
& year ago. He and D. 8S.  SBrown, 
the lightning rod man from  Cuth- 
bert, E. McKenna and others 
who saw the killing were required to give 
bond for their appearance as witnesses before 
the grand jury at the November term of Bibb 
superior conrt. At this writing all have given 
bond except W. E. McKenna, of Savannah, 
who was remanded to jail. 

The evidence discloses the'fact that Rohnefeld 
and Lowenthal had both been drinking, and 
though Sunday morning, there was plenty 
of beer and whisky in the gaming room. It 
was also revealed that minors were admitted 
to the gaming room,one of whom, Walter Lane, 
aged fifteen years, saw the difficulty, and was 
a witness before the coroner’s§ jury. 
Coroner Henderson was very faithful in the 
the discharge of his duties. and in his investi- 
gation sifted the matter to the bottom. 

The body of Herman Bolmnefeld, when dress» 
ed for burial, was attired in a neat suit ot dark 
blue and putin avery handsome coffin. The 
remains were then taken to Lee hall, where 
they have been viewed by many friends of the 
deceased. 

Quite a number of floral offerings were sent 
by friends, one of the handsqmest being a pil- 
low of exquisite white flowers, the name 
‘“‘Herman’’ worked in blue immortelles in the 
center. 

Despite Herman Bohnefeld’s faults, he had 
several manly qualities, and, when sober, was 
very courteous. He was charitable and always 
true to his friends, and regarded as very cour- 
ageous. 

Bohnefeld wore cn the little finger of his 
right hand a diamond ring worth $125. When 
playing last night the ring was observed on the 
finvyer. Assconas hedied, his hands were 
folded on his breast. The ring was stil! onthe 
finger, but shertly after the ring was observed 
to be missipg, Some one had stolen it from 
the dead hand. His watch andchain anda 
little money in his pocket were not stolen. 
His finger seems bruised where the ring was 
taken oif. | 
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HIS FATHER IN THE CITY. 
’ Bobnefeld, the aged father of Herman, 
arrived this evening at 6:15. His grief over 
his dead son was very toucking, and brought 
tears to stout-hearted men. Alf Cassin accom- 
panied C. Bonefeld from Atlanta. The remains 
will leave Macon at 5:20 a. m., and reach At- 
lanta at 7 o’clock on Monday morning. A

RALEIGH, N. C., August 11.--[Special.]— 
The executive ofiice was the centre of interest 
yesterday when it became known that some of 
tne directors of the North Carolina Insano 
Asylum had resigned, and that this action 
would have a most important bearing on the 
matter of the removal of the superintendent of 
thatasylum. Friday, Dr. E. Burke Haywood 
resigned as chairman of the board of the 
asyium directors. Last June Dr. Haywood 
was elected physician to the institute for the 
deaf and dumband blind. In the opinion of 
the governor, this vacated Dr. Haywood’s di- 
rectorship. Upon being soinformed by the 
governor, Dr. Haywood at once tendered his 
resignation, which wasaccepted. At the same 
time, the governor appointed him chairman of 
the newly created board of public charities. 
This board is created by the governor 
under authority conferred by 
code, which provides for a 
of public charities, to consist 
members, whose business it shall be -to 
gate and supervise the whole system cf 

CHARITABLE AND PENAL INSTITUTIONS 
of the state, and recommend such changes and 
additional provisions as they may deem need- 
ful. By some oversight there have heretofore 
been no appointments under these provisions 
and consequently there has been no board of 
public charities. ;, 

Dr. W. R. Capehart, of Bertie, also tendered 
his resignation as asylum director, and it was 
likewise accepted. Octavius Coke was in the 
afternoon appointed to fill the unexpired term 

f Dr. Haygood, and J. D. Diggs to til that of 
Dr. Capehart. The latter was appointed com- 
missioner of public charities as were also W. 
A. Bobbitt, of Granville, J. B. Sawyer, of 

3uncomb, and Lawrence J. Haughton, of 
Chatham. 

The governortciegraphed Dr. Isaac Jackson, 
of Columbus, that he was advised that the 
latter could not legaliy hold the positions of 
director of the insane asylum and oounty su- 
perintendent of health atthe same time, but 
tendered him a position as commissioner of 
public charities.

BYE REV. DE WiltT TALMAGE, 


A Man's Good Name is Never Lost 
Except by His Own Act—The Na‘ion’s 
Curse. ; 


Herena, M. T., August 11.—[Special.]—The 
Rev. T. DeWitt Talmage,-D. D.. preached 
here today to a yast congregation. Taking for 
his text, ‘‘Who slew all these?’ II Kings x, 
10, he preached a powerful discourse on 
**Drunkenuess the Nation’s Curse.”’ He said: 

I see a long row of baskets coming up toward 
the palace of King Jehu. I am somewhat in- 
quisitive to find out what isin the baskets. I 
look in and I find the gory heads of seventy 
siain princes. As the baskets arrive at the 
gate of the palace, the heads are thrown into 
two heaps, one on either side the gate. In the 
morning the king comes out, and he looks 
upon the bleeding, ghastly heads of the massa- 
ered princes. Looking on either side the gate, 
he cries out, with a ringing emphasis, ‘Who 
slew all these ?”’ 

We have, my friends, lived to see a more 
fearful massacre. There is no use of my tak- 
ing your time in trying to give you statistics 
about the devastation hit ruin and death 
which strong drink has wrought in this 
country. Statistics do not seem to mean any- 
thing. We are so hardened under these statis- 
tics that the fact that 50,000 more men are 
slain, ur 50,000 less men are slain, scems to 
make 10 positive impression on the public 
mind. Suffice it to say that intemperance has 
slain an innumerable company of princes—the 
children of God’s ioyal family ;and at the gate 
of every neighborhood there are two heaps of 
the slain; and at the door of every household 
there are two heaps of the’ slain: and at the 
door of the legislative hall there are two heaps 
ofthe slain; and at the gate of this nation 
there are two heaps of the slain. WhenT look 
upon the cdcsolation. am almost 
frantic with the scene, while I cry 
out: “Who slew all these?’’ I can 
answer that question -in half a minute. The 
ministers of Christ who have given no warn- 
ing, the courts of law that havo offered the 
licensure, the women who give strong drink 
on New Year’s day, the fathers and mothers 
who have rum on the sideboard, the hundreds 
of thousands of Christian menand women in 
the land whoare stolid in their indifference on 
this subject—they slew all these! 

I propose, in this discourse, to tell you what 
I think are the sorrows andthe doom of the 
diunkard, sothat youto whomI speak may 
not come to the torment. 

Some one says: ‘‘You had better let those 
subjects alone,’’ Why, my brethren, we would 
be glad to let them alone if they would let us 
alone: but when I havein my pocket now 
four requests saying, “Pray for my husband, 
pray for my son, pray for iny brother, pray for 
my friend, who is the captive of strong drink,” 
I reply, we are ready to let that question alone 
when itis willing to let us alone: but when it 
stands blocking up the Way to heaven, and 
keeping muititades away from Christ and 
heaven, I dare not besilent, lest the Lord re- 
auire their blood at my hands. 

I think the subject has been kept back very 
much by tke merriment people make over 
those slain by strong drink. I used to be 
very merry over these things, having a kecn 
sense of the ludicrous. There was something 
very grotesque inthe gaitof adrunkard. It 
is nut sonow; for I saw in one of the streets of 
Philadelphia a sight that changed the whole 
subiect tome. There was a young man being 
led home. He was very much intoxicated— 
he wus raving with invoxication. Two young 
men were leading him along. The boys hooted 
in the street, men laughed, women sneered; 
but I happened to be very near the door where 
he went in—it wasthe door of his father's 
house. Isaw him gornp stairs. I heard him 
sheuting, hooting and blaspheming. He had 
Jest his bat, and the merriment increased with 
the wobuntil he came up to the door, and as 
the door was opened his mother came ont.

The first suffering of the drunkard isin the 
less of his gocd name Ged has so arranged it 
that no man e¢yer loses his good name except 
through hisownact. All the hatred of men 
andall ihe assaults of the devils cannot de- 
stroy a man’s good name, if he really main- 
tains his integrity. If aman is industrious 
and pure and Christian, God looks after him. 
Although he may be bombarded for twenty or 
thirty years. his integrity is never lost and his 
good name is never sacriticed. No force on earth 
or in hell can capture such a Gibraltar. But 
when it is said of a man, ‘‘He drinks,’’ and it 
can be proved, then what employer wants him 
for workman? what store wants him for a 
clerk ? what church wants him for a member’? 
who willtrust him? what dying man wou!d 
appoint him his executor? He may 

been - forty years in build 
up his repuiation—it goes 
; Letters of recommendation, 
backing up of business fi 
brilliant ancestry cannot save 
world shies off. Why? -It is whispered all 
through the community, ‘‘He drinks, he 
drinks.”’ That blasts him. When a man 
loses his reputation for sobriety he might as 
well be at the bottom.of the sea. There are 
men here who have their good name as their 
only capital. You are now achieviug your 
own livelihood, under God, by yourown right 
arm. Now look out that there is no doubt of 
your sobriety. Do not create any suspicion by 
going in and out of immoral places, or by any 
odor of your breath. or by any glare of your 
eye, or by any unnatural flush of your cheek. 
You cannot afford to do it, for your good name 
is vour only capital, and when that is blasted 
with the reputation of taking strong drink, all 
is gone. 

Another loss which the inebriate suffers is 
that of self respect. Just as soon asa man 
wakes up and tinds that he is a captive of 
strong drink he feels demeaned. I donot care 
how reckless he acts. He may say, ‘I don't 
care;’’ he does care. He cannot look a pure 
man in the eye, unless it igs w th positive force 
of resolution. Three-fourthsof his nature is 
destroyed ; his self respect gone; hesays things 
he would not otherwise say; he does things he 
would not otherwise do. When a man is nine- 
tenths gone with strong drink, the first thing 
he wants te do is to persuade youthat he can 
stop any time he,wants to. He cannot. The 
Philistines bave bound hiin hand and _ foot, 
shorn his locks, and put out hiseyes, and are 
making him grind in the mill ofa great bor- 
ror. He cannot stop. Iwill prove ‘it. He 
knows that his course is bringing disgrace and 
ruin upon himself. He loyes himself. If he 
could stop he would. He Knows his course is 
bringing ruin upon his family. He lovesthem., 
He would stop if he could. He cannot. 
Perhaps he could three months or a year 
ago; not now. Just ask him to stop for a 
month. He cannot; he knows he cannot, so 
he does not try. I hada friend who for fifteen 
years was going down under this evil habit. 
He had large means. He nad given thousands 
of dollars to Bible societies and reformatory 
institutions of all sorts. He was very genial 
and very genercus aud very lovable, and when- 
ever he talked about his evil habit he would 
say, ‘‘I can stop any time.’’ But he kept going 
on, going-on, down, down, down. His family 
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would say, “I wish you would stop.”” ‘‘Why,”’ 
he would reply, ‘‘I can stop any time if I want 
to.”’ After awhile he had delirium tremens; 
he had it twice; and yet after that he said, “f 
could stop at any time if I wanted to.”’ He is 
dead now. What killed him? Ram! Rum! 
And yet his last utterances was, “I can stop at 
any time.’”’ He did not stop it, because he 
could not stopit. Oh, there is a point in in- 
ebriation beyond which, if a man goes, he can- 
not stop! 

One of these victims said to a Christian 
man, “‘Sir, if I were told that I couldn’t geta 
drink until tomorrow night unless I had all 
my fingers cut off, I would Bay, ‘Bring the 
hatchet and cut them off now.’” I havea 
dear friend in Philadelphia, whose nephew 
came to him one day, and when he was ex- 
horted about his evil habits, said, ‘“‘Uncle, I 
can’t giveitup. If there stood a cannon; and 
it was loaded, and a glass of wine sat on the 
mouth of that cannon, and I knew that you 
would tire it off just as I came up and took the 
glass, I would start, tor I must bave it.’’ Oh, 
itis asad thing for a man to wake upin this 
life and feel that he is acaptive. He says: ‘I 
could have got rid of this once, but I can’t 
now. I might have lived an honorable life 
and died a Christian death; but there is no 
hope for me now; there is no escape for me. 
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a walking corpse. | 
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aiory institutions? Do you not know that 
sometimes they knelt in the family circle? Do 
you not know that they prayed in public, and 
some of them carried around the holy wine on 
sacramental days? Oh, yes, they stood in the 
very front rank, but they gradually fell away. 
And now what do you suppose is the feeling 
of such aman as that,when he thinks of his dis- 
honored vows and the dishonored sacrament— 
when he thinks of what he might have been 
and of what he is now? Do such men laugh 
and seem very merry? Ah, there is, down in 
the depths of the soul, a very heavy weight. 
Do ifot wonder that they sometimes see strange 
things, and act very roughly in the house- 
hold. You wéuld not blame them at all if 
you knew what they suffer. Do not tell such 
as that thereis no future puishment. Do not 
tell him there is no such place ashell. He 
knows there is. He is there now! 

I go on, and say that the inebriate suffers 
from theloss of physical health. The older 
men in the congregation may remember that 
some vears ago Dr. Sewell went through this 
country and electrified the people by his lect- 
ures, in whichihe showed the effect of alcoho! on 
the human stomach. He had seven or eight 
diagrams by which he showed the devastation 
of strong drink upon the physical system. 
There were tllousands of people that turned 
back from that nlcerous sketch swearing eter- 
nal abstenence from everything that could in- 
toxicate. 

God only knows what the drunkard suffers. 
Pain files on every nerve, and travels every 
muscle, and gnaws every bene, and burns 
with every flame, and stings with every poison, 
and pulls at him with every torture. What 
reptiles crawls over his creeping limbs! 
What fiends stand by his midnight pillow! 
What groaps tear his ear! What horrors 
shiver through his soul! ‘Talk of the rach 
talk of the Inquisition, talk of the  funer 
pyre, talk of the crushing Juggernaut—he 
feels them all atonce. Have you ever been 
in the ward of the hospifal where these ine- 
briates are dying, the stench of their wounds 
driving back the attendants, their voices 
sounding through the night? The keeper 
comes up and says, “hush, now, be. still. 
Stop making all this noise!’ But it is 
effectual only for a moment for as soon as the 
keeper is gone they begin again: “Oh, God! 
oh, Ood! Help! heip! Rum! Give merum! 
Help! Takethem off me! Take them off 
me! Oh, God!” And then they shriek, and 
they rave, and they pluck out their hair by 
handsful, and bite their nails into the quick, 
and then they groan, and they shrick, and 
they blaspheme, and they ask the keepers to 
killthem. Stabme. Sinother me. Strangle 
me. ‘Take the devils off me!’ Oh, it is no 
fancy sketch, That thing is going on in hos- 
pitals, aye, it is going on in some of the finest 
residences of every neighborhood on this con- 
tinent. It went on last night while you slept, 
and I tell you farther that this is going to 
the death thatsome of you will die. I know 
it. I see it coming. 

Oh, is there anything that will so destry a 
ma for this life and damn him for the life 
thatis tocome? I hate that strong drink. 
With all the concentrated energies of my soul, 
Thate it. Do you tell methat a man can be 
happy when he knows that he is breaking his 
wife’s heart and clothing his children with 
rags? Why, there are on the streets of -our 
cities today little children barefooted, un- 
combed and unkempt, want on every patch of 
their faded dress and en every wrinkle of their 
preinaturely oid countenances, who would 
have been in churches today, and as well clad 
as you are, but for the fact that ruin destroyed 
their parents and drove them-into the grave. 
Oh, rum! thou foe cf Ced, thou despoiler of 
homes, thou recruiting ofiicer of the pit, I ab- 
hor thee! 

Bot my subject takes a deeper tone, and that 
is, that the inebriate suffers from the loss of 
the sonl. The Bible intimates that in the 
future world, if we are unforgiven here, our 
bad passions and appetites, unrestrained, will 
go alopg with us and make our torments there. 
So that L suppose when an inebriate wakes up 
in this lost world he will feel an infinite 
thirst clawing on him. Now, down in the 
world, although he may have been very poor, 
he conld bey or he could steal five cents 
With which to get that which would slack his 
thirst for a little while ; but in eternity where 
isrum to come from? Dives could not get 
one drop of water. From what chalice of 
eternal fires will the hot lips of the drunkard 
drain his draught? No one to brew it. No one 
tonmixit. Nooneto pourit. Noone to fetch 
it. Millious of werlds then for the dregs 
which the young man just now slung on the 
saw dusted floor of the restuarant. Millions 
of worlds now for the rind thrown out from 
the punch bowl of an earthly banquet. Dives 
cried for water. The inebriate cries foi rum. 
Oh, the deep, exhausting, exasperating, 
everlasting thirst of the drunkard 
in hell! iWhy,if a fiend came up to 
earth forsome inferna! workin a grog shop, 
and should go back taking on its wing just one 
drop of that for which the inebriate in the lost 
world Jongs, what excitement it woulu make 
there. Put that one dron from off the tiend’s 
Wing on the tip of the tongue of the destroyed 
inebriate; let the liquid brightness just touch 
it, let the drop be very sinall if it only hath in 
it the smack of alcoholic drink, let that drop 
just toucn the lost irebriate in the lost world, 
and he would spring to his feet and cry: 
‘That is rum! aha! that is rum!’’ and it would 
wake up the echoes of the damned: “Give 
merum! Give merum! Give merum!” In 
the future world, I do not believe that it will 
be the absence of God that will make the 
drunkard’s sorrow; Ido not believe that it 
will be the absence of light; Ido not believe 
that it will be the absence of holimess; I think 
it will be the absence of strong drink. Oh! 
“look not upon the wine when itis red, when 
it moveth itself aright in the cup, for at the 
last, it biteth like a serpent and it stingeth 
like an adder.”’ 

jut I want in conclusion to say one thing 
personal, for I do not like a sermon that has no 
personalities init. Perhaps this has not had 
that fault already. -I want tosay to those 
who are the victims of strong drink, that while 
I declare that there was a point beyond which 
amancould not stop, Iwant totell you that 
while @ man cannot stop in his own strength, 
the Lord God, by his grace, can help him to 
stop atany time. Years agoI was ina room 
in New York where there were many men who 
had been reclaimed from drunkenness, I 
heard their testimony, and for the first time in 
my life there flashed out a truth I never un- 
derstood. They said: ‘‘Wewere victims of 
strong drink. We tried to give it up, but al- 
ways failed; but somehow, since we gave our 
hearts to Christ, he has taken care of us.”’ I 
believe that the time will soon come when the 
grace vf God will show its power here 
not only to save man’s soul, but his 
body, and _ reconstruct, purify, elevate

Men, women and 
children make it their daily avocation to catch 
them, and sell them tothe hotels and eating 
houses, the price ranging from ten to twenty 
cents per pound. The Mexican is as fond of 
the rattlesnake as the average American is of 
oysters, and will have them atany cost. I 
had been in Mexico about three weeks before 
I tasted this delicate dish. 

‘You see, I caught on, as to their dishes be- 
fore 1 landed, and instructed the waiter at the 
hotel where I first stopped never to bring 
shake to my table, and he didn’t. But after 
about three weeks I concluded to move my 
‘roosting place’ to a hotel in another part of 
the city, aud forgot to give orders to the 
waiter. The fact is, the snake diet had es- 
eaped my mind, The first meal I eat at this 
piace was the first and only time I ever par- 
took of snake.”’

Before I found out 
what I had eaten on that day, I thought the 
gueat was excellent.”’

What Has Been Done bya Thriving Georgia 
Town. 

Boston, Ga., August 11.—[Special.]— 
Among the many thriving towns of southwest 
Georgia of today is Boston, gallantly leading 
all. 

Boston isin Thomas county, twélve miles 
from Thomasville, on the Savannah, Florida 
and Western railway. It has at presenta pop- 
ulation of about 1,800, composed chiefly of na— 
tive Georgians. 

Last year six large brick blocks were erected 
here, au immense brick warehouse, and a large 
iron one; a large number of elegant residences 
were erected also, besides several commodious 
wooden stores and a neat hotel. 

From this a jump was taken, and Boston is 
now bounding forward at a rate that is really 
surprising. 

So far this year six more elegant brick build- 
ings have been erected. 

Contracts have been let for the erection of 
a mammoth brick livery stable building, by 
Mr. E. C. Milligan. 

Dr. M. R. Mallette, the banker and ware- 
houseman, has just let a contract for an addi- 
tion to his large brick warehouse. He will fit 
up an elegant counting room in the addition in 
which his banking business will be trans- 
acted. 

The Boston Dramatic company, composed of 
some of the leading young men and _ ladies of 
the city, have just put the finishing touches on 
the Baston opera house. It is one of the hand- 
eomest in the state, the size of the place con- 
sidered. 

New dwellings are going upas if by magic 
on every hand. Real estate if changing hands 
every day. Tuesday Dr. Mallette purchased 
seven store lots, paying $3,200 for them. 

The city council, which is composed ofa 
wide awake body of men, purchased on the 
same day, one of the loveliest parks in Georgia, 
and they are now receiving the blessings of the 
citizens. - 

The chief beauty of all this improvement is 
that it is every bit being done by home people. 
Every bit of the material, wood and brick used 
is produced right here, except that used on one 
house. Not overa half dozen foreign laborers 
have been employed, soit will be seen that the 
citizens have confidence in Boston. 

Boston is pre-eminenitly the home of the fa- 
mous Le Conte pear, and the far-famed Kaib 
gem melon. Hundreds of car loads of the 
latter have been shipped, for which good re- 
turns have been received, 

Thousands upon thousands of crates of pears 
have been shipped already, and they continue 
to come in. 

As Boston pays more for cotton and sells 
goods cheaper than any town in reach of the 
planters, ten thousand bales are looked for this 
season. 

There are five large turpentine farms in easy 
reach of here, and numerous saw mills, and 
the large number of people employed do their 
trading here, which acds largely to the income 
of our merchants. 

A large addition will be made to the Miller 
house next month, which will draw a large 
number of tourists here next winter. 

A. building and loan assaciation was organ- 
ized here last week, with Major O. P. Bennett 
as president, and Dr. M. R. Mallette, secretary 
and treasurer. It is a branch of the Interstate 
of Columbus. Much good is promised from the 
organization.

Interview With Major J. H. Hanson on 8 
Proposed Trip of the Spanish Amercan 
Delegates to the Cotton Fields. 


Macon, Ga., August 11.——[Special.]— Ma- 
jor J. F. Hanson is in receipt of the {following 
letter, which exp)ains itaelf: 

INTERNATIONAL AMERICAN ConGRESS, Fifth Ave- 
nue hotel, New York, July 27, 1889.—Hon. J. F. Han~ 
son, Macon, Ga. DearSir: I have been employed 
by the department of state to make the preliminary 
arrangements for the International American Con- 
gress, to which you are a delegate, and among other 
things to arrange for an excursion to the principal 
points of interest throughout the country. It oc- 
curs to me as entirely proper to include in this ex~ 
cursion a visit to some plantation in the south, and 
i should be glad if you would suggest_a convenient 
one. After visiting the west we will doubtless go to 
New Orleans and return to Washington by way of 
Atlanta. While it is difficult just yet to fix the pre- 
cise route and schedule, as there are so many things 
to take into consideration, it nevertheless seems (o 
me necessary to locate the plantation as near to 
New Orleans orto Atlanta as possible. Please ad- 
dress me at ihe Fifth Avenue hotel, and believe me, 
very sincerely, your obedient servant, 

WILLIAM ELroy CURTIS, 
Special Agent, Department of State. 

THe CONSTITUTION’S representative asked 
Major Hanson today his views in reference to 
tho'suggestioas of Mr. Curtes, He said: 

‘‘An excursion to the principal points of in- 
terest throughout the country will tend to im- 
press the Spanish-American delegates with 
our vast resources and give them contidence in 
our ability toserve them very effectually in 
case direct steam communication and interna- 
tional silver coinage should result from the 
approaching congress. 

The south, he said, had 
interest in these and on other 
questions to be considered. By rea- 
son of proximity communication with the 
countries south of us will probably be estab- 
lished from southern ports. ‘They are not 
manufacturing except upon a small scale and 
are large consumers of cotton goods. Tho 
question of prompt mail communication and 
facilities f 16 prompt shipment of goods are 
the only d ulties inthe way of shipments of 
southern cotton tothis trade at present, ex- 
cept, perhaps, the style of goods and methods 
of packing required. The latter could be ea- 
sily overcome. Cotton goods are cheaper in 
Augusta or Atlanta than in Manchester. The 
only reason why we cannot supply this trade at 

resent is the want of mail and freight facil- 
ities equal to those of tng- 
land, France, Germany or Italy and 
at equal cost. From the‘leading ports of these 
countries, steamer freights to Spanish-Ameri 
can ports are $18 per ton, whiie from our ports 
freights are $40 perton. If we had an $18 per 
ton rate of freight, we would start from our 
ports upon eqhal terms with our European 
competitors. The differeuce of $22 per ton in 
their favor amounts |to guvod profit on heavy 
cotton or iron goods, and is more than we can 
overcome. With equal mail and transporta- 
tion facilities, the south can distance all 
European competition in the cotton goods 


& peculiar 


trade, for we would then bave the amount of 


freight European spinners pay upon their cot- 
ton from our fields to their mills in Europe as 
amargin to cover the higher cost of labor in 
our cotton mills. The same is no 
doubt true with regard to many iron 
manufactures, but Iam not sufficiently fa- 
milliar with the iron goods trade to speak ad- 
visedly upon this point. 

Tho silver question is second in importance 
to the question of shipping. Weare buying 
thirty-five per cent of what Spanish America 
sells, and selling her only fifteen per cent of 
what she buys. It takes $90,000,000 annualy to 
settle our trade balance on this account. If 
we canadoptastandard silver dollar, to be 
coined by allthe American states, ‘which shali 
be legal tender in all transactions between the 
people of these states, we will be able either 
to settle their trade balance against us with 
silver cr with manufactured preducts. For 
nearly all of these states are silver states. 
They buy goods in Europe to be paid for on a 
gold basis, and when remitting gold 
exchange they pay thirty per cent 
premium on this exchange in silver. This 
willmake goods in this country thirty per 
cent cheaper than in Europe to the Spanish- 
American purchaser, where our prices are the 
same as European prices, or as cheap to them 
as European goods when the latter are sold 
thirty per ecnt below our prices. 

The people of the south cannot overestimato 
the value of these measures, and in view of 
their probable adoption and the large benefits 
we may reasonably anticipate, itis essential 
that we show the Spanish-American delegates 
something of our resources. 

Birmingham and Chattanooga, for instance, 
will illustrate our iron, the Georgia marble 
works what we can doin marble, and the cot- 
ton mills of Atlanta and Augusta our capacity 
for supplying cotton cloth. It.vould be a gocd 
idea, if possible, to take in the Rumph 
nurseries and fruit farms, if time will permit. 

The work of the approaching congress may 
not bring immediate results. Its functions are 
advisory. Some of the questions to be con- 
sidcred may be too complicated for unanimous 
conciusions, but upon regular and prompt 
communication and international silver coin- 
age, and probably with reference to customs 
thereon, definite conclusions and unanimous 
recommendations aro notimprobable. I am 
ready to do everything in my power to bring 
the resources of Georgia and the south to the 
attention of these people. :

AN OUTLET. 


The Tradeand Possibilitics of the Country 
Between Savannah and Darien—The Ad- 
vantages of Supelo Bar. 


Darien, Ga., August 11.—{Special.}—‘‘The 
many projected railroad lines, in conjunction 
with those in the actual course of construc- 
tion from the interior, through the river and 
coast counties of Georgia, naturally attract a 
good deal of attention at the present moment,”’ 
said a prominent citizentoday. ‘Apart from 
the certainty,” he continued, ‘‘that these roads

“While powerful railroad corporations in- 
terested in such commercial strongholds as, 
for instance, Savannah, will naturally fight 
bravely against any attempt to divert any 
share of the interior trade to new points of 
outlet, even though it be clearly demonstrated 
that these new outlets offer greatly superior 
advantages, yet the day is dot far distant when 
the rapidly increasing commerce of the coun- 
try will demand not only additional outlets, 
but that the points offering the best facilities 
shall be utilized in preference to others.’’ 

‘*You think, then, that now some places are 
“FAVORED FROM SIMPLY SELFISH MOTIVES?” 

‘“‘T know they are. Here isa map of the last 
government survey. Look at the depth of 
water on Sapelo bar—eighteen feet. Well, 
with a rise of tide of from seven to ton feet, 


Yxlere is not a particle of doubt that Sapelo can 


boast of from twenty-five to twenty-eight feet 
of water—sufticient for the largest ocean-going 
crafts. Now look at the surrounding ports. 
Let us take, say, proud Savannah. She cap 
not come within thred@ feet of the depth of 
water which Sapelo offers. There is no place, 
in fact, on the South Atlantic coast that can 
cope with Sapelo.”’ 

‘‘But perhaps the configuration of the sur- 
rounding land is not suitable. It may be 
marshy and unhealthy—unfit, perhaps, for the 
building up ofa city?” 

‘‘No, sir,’ wasthe answer. ‘You make a 
mistake there. Here is Sutherland’s bluff, 
and next to it Belleville and Baisden’s bluff, 
all surrounding the harbor; the highest kind 
of coast land, and the healthiest places in this 
great land of ours.’’ 

‘‘Admitting that these places are extremely 
healthy, as they naturally must be from their

The A. P.. & L. road oa 
the western side of the East Tennessee road 
has already decreased the Ocmulgee’s supply 
considerably, and when either the Central or 
the Hawkins line is completed east of this 
road, the loss to the Oconee and the Ohoopee 
will be severely felt down here.’’

Butno net work of -roads possibly 
contemplated couid ever deprive us of a fair 
supply of yellow pine. All we want is the 
attention of commerce drawn

in the county, viz. Sapelo. This done not 
only the resources of adjoining counties in the 
state bnt the products of other states will seek 
an outlet at our unequalled Sapelo bar, The 
magnetic needle of western and northwestern 
commerce will always persistently point to- 
wards Sapelo. We may haveto wait a year 
or a few years, but it will eventually dawn 
upon parties interested that while millions 
upon millions of dollars are wasted on inferior 
bars and harbors, Sapelo assisted by nature 
alone, will remain the queen of ocean outlets.’’

“Uncle Robin’? was born in 1822 in an old 
house now standing near the Sibley factory., 
His parents were poor, and, as he expresses it 
he never went to school but two days in his 
life and one of those it rained and he couldn’é 
go. When amere youth he started to work ina 
wagon repairing shop and worked his way up 
until he became the proprictor of one of the 
largest carriage and wagon concerns in the 
south. He became very wealthy and remained 
so until his firm made an assignment a few 
years ago. Since then he has had nothing 
save his salary of $3,500. 

Mr. May made his first race for mayorof Au- 
gusta in 1859 when he was defeated by one 
vote, jthe notorious Foster Blodgett having 
been the successful candidate. 

He, however, was a candidate acain in 1851, 
when he was elected and held his position un- 
til after the close of the war, or until April, 
1866. 

In 1879 he was again elected after a heated 
race with Hon. Charles Estes, the man who, 
when mayor, built the Augusta canal. He 
was re-elected in 1882, when Dr. Thomas B. 
Phinizy opposed him; again in 1885, and again 
last year. Ilis term expires in December, 1591, 
but from the present outlook it seems he will 


be re-elected.

There is an element in Augusta, consisting 
of many of the leading business men and most 
prominent and wealthy people of the city who 
are very bitterly opposed to ‘Uncle Robin.” 
They have investigated his administration 
repeatedly, but have never discovered aby 
corruption. However, they are always after 
bim, but the old gentleman never grows 
angry. In fact he an sit in 
his office with a smile upon 
his face and hear’ himself criticised 
and abused and then turn and make some 
pleasant remark that will cause his abuser to 
be ashamed of himself. Then, when-an op- 
portunity offers, he will do that same fellow 
some favor that will put him under everlast- 
ing obligations. I have often known of young 
men who had unfortunately gotten into diffi- 
culties and were heavily fined by the recorder, 
going to him and having a portion, or the full 
fine remitted. Inthis and many other ways 
he has placed hundreds of Auvgusta’s voters 
under such obligations to him thatthey felt 
compclled to support and vote for him.

And at the 
same time there is nothing thatis treated with so 
little consideration aslife. * * * Froma worldly 
standpoint life isa complete failure. It isa game 
that must be played, but in which we are certain to 
lose. What is life? To breathe awhile and then 
stop: to work until the limbs ache and the body is 
weary; tosufier until the heart blecds andthe eve 
o erfliows with tears; to gather wealth for whom we 
know not and to leaveit to whom we know not.

There is gloom for you! But is that the 
sort of sermon to preach to men and women 
who goto church to praise God, and get 
consolation and inspiration? 

tather than accept this gloomy pessi- 
mism let us rushinto the extremest optimism. 
Dr. Talmage perhaps was extravagant when 
he said that we live in the best age, the best 
century, the best year, the best month, the 
best week, the best day, the best hour, and 
thedest moment that the world has ever 
seen, but the doctor was looking on the 
bright side of life, and that is the way to 
look at it. Life is not all sadness. It is 
largely what we make it. The man who 
langhs will find smiles everywhere.’ The 
man who i3 determined to be happy will 
find happy people around him. The man 
who believes that everything is ordered for 
the best will find joy in almost everything 
and consolation in his sorrow. Nor is life 
a complete failure from a worldly stand- 
point. It may be from the standpoint of a 
man who wants the earth, but the fellow 
who is reasonable enough to want but little 


here below, nor want that little long, is 
pretty certain to get there.

The northern papers—especially those 
that have an affection for art—are making 
agreat to-do over the fact thet there are 
many spurious pictures. in the art galleries 
and homes of that section. We take the 
following from the New York Commercial 
Advertiser: 

Whether Mr. Joseph W. Drexel wrote the post- 
script to Mr. Edward Moran in jest or in earnest, it 
isequally true that bogus Corots and Diazes are to 
be obtained in quantities tosuit tae ambition and 
gullability ct tho would-be connoisseur and Maece- 
nas, The prolificcharacter of the Charter Oak or 
the True Cross is nothing compared with the post- 
It is, in- 
deed, an uninteresting sale that does not inelude a 
half dozen examp!e3 of these painters, and prices

are on a scale to suit the most limited purses, We 
have seen Corcts and Diazes knocked down by 
lachramoseauctionecrs for fifty and sixty dollarsa 
canvas, and strange as it may seem, the bidding 
was not brisk even at such temp‘ing figures. 

As every one knows whois familiar with the art 
market, many talented but unserupnlous painters 
make it their business to study the style of a fash- 
ionable painter, especially if he is deceased, for the 
purpose of producing imitation canvasses, To such 
an extent is this scaudal carried that the unsophis- 
ticated foreigucr is very apt to be swindled even 
where he pays a good price on the spotin Parit itself 
for what he supposes to bea canvas which he ad- 
mired in the years’ salon. We have heard of cases 
where Americans bought what they supposed to be 
a canvas hanging on the wallof thesalon for the. 
year, whenin reality they were furnished with a 
clever counterfeit, leaving the originalin the hands 
of the artist or middle man to Le disposed of later to 
a more discriminating purchaser. We do not say 
that thisis a common occurrence, but counterfeits of 
dead artists’ works are very common, and some of 
them are so artistically executed as to deceive even 
the elect. Infact, the story goes that Corot was 
ouce deceived himself by one of theso counterfeits 
of his brush. 

Well, what of it? Are those who buy 
paintings trying to buy aname or a picture? 
What is art, anyway, that a picture should 
be dubbed a Corot ora Diazes? Such a pict- 
ure as ‘‘The Angelus,’ for example, needs 
no name to commend it. The man who 
painted it died in poverty, not because the 
art wasn’t good, but because the public 


taste follows fashions and fads of its own. 


But, even at the worst, the buyer whois 
buying art for art’s sake, cannot be de- 
He may be ignorant of everything 
else, but there is that in painting, as there 
is in music, that appeals to the common 
understanding, and whatever so appeals is 
the highest art. It would be difficult to 
deceive the most ignorant person with such 
a piece of artas ‘“‘The Angelus,’’ to use it 
again asanexample. Even the reprouduc- 
tions of it attract attention. ‘‘The Sower’’ 
is another example. 

It may be said that where people are de-

temporary would find a market for works of 
their own if the art taste of the age were 
not a meretricious quality, depending on a 
name to commend rather than on the char- 
acter and quality of the art itself.

Meanwhile, 
the ‘talented’? young painters must have 
something to do, and if they find it in New 
York nobody is hurt, nor does art itself 
suffer.

lotteries were subsequently forbidden in most ot the 
States. But even now a loitery anda grab bag are 
usual features of a church fair.’’ The ‘preacher’s 
worst offence is his defiance of public opinion.

A very valuable and charming contribution 
to the historical literature of this country is ‘‘His- 
toric and Picturesque Savannah,"’ by Misses Adel- 
aide Wilson and Georgia Weymouth, two gifted 
young ladies of the city of Savannah, The book in 
which there young iadies have told, in words ana 
iilustrations equally appropriate and attractive, the 
history of the oldest, most beautiful and most inter- 
esting of Georgia cities, makes a handsome yolume 


oftwo hundred and fifty pages, priniedin clear } 
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readable type, on excellent paper, and elegantly | 
bound by the Boston Photograyure company. The 
narratives parts of the book is by Miss Wilson,and to 
Miss Weymouth’s rare artistic talent is the public 
indebted for the illustrations which adds so much 
to its worth and attractiveness. The subject which 
they undertook to treat is an inviting and 
a fruitful ope and the manner in which they 
have accomplished their undettaking deserves the 
admiration and substantial indorsement of all who 
would contribute to perpetuating, in impressive and 
enduring form, the story of the city and colony 
founded by one of the world’s noblest characters, 
and fostered and defended in their earlier and later 
years by others whose names are among the 
brightest on history’s scroll, 

Think ofit. Herein Georgia we have the city 
founded by Ogicthorpe, the soldier and philanthro- 
pist: the city where Methodism in America took its 
rise, and where John Wesley established a Sunday- 
school nearly fifty years before the one becun by 
Robert Raikes in England—making it the oldest 
Sunday-school in the world; the city where Wes- 
ley's tirst book of hymns was written; the city to 
which George Whitfield, the greatest preacher of 
his generation, came in early life, and where Le 
established that orphans’ home which exists and 
flourishes to this day; the city in which Charies 
Wesley, the purest and most popular hvymnist 
of the age, lived and labored; the city where fell 
two of the bravest and most famous soldiers 
of the revolution—Pulaski aud Jasper, and where 
was buried the one who stood second only to Wash- 
ington among the generalsof that time; the city 
near which is the graveof “Light Horse Harry’ 
Lee, and in which his son, Robert E. Lee, did sol- 
dier’s duty, first as lieutenant in the United States 
army,and afterwards as a general inthe army of 
the confederate states. Tnese are a few of the 
many things that makes our city of Savannah in- 
deed an histosic city, and when it is remembered 
that the history of Savannah for more than the first 
fifty years of its existenceis realiy the history of 
Georgia during that time, it can readily be under- 
stood how valuable toall Georgiansand ail students 
of American history is Mis3 Wilson’s book.

THE COUNTRY AND CITY BOY. 


Many good things have been said about the 
egphtry boy and his great success in the profes- 
sidnal and industrial enterpriscsot theday. No 
one, we believe, is disposed totake fromh him any 
of his well-earned laure!s. Being onc of the couu- 
try raised, but without the alleged suceess, I have 
heard the praise of my rural comrades with great 
gratification, and have been thinking of the situa- 
tion aud trying to get some lessons that would be of 
profit to other classes and interest». these 
meditations the tollowing inquiries have arisen: 

First. Isittrue thatthe country boy has suc- 
ceeded generally better than the town or the city 
boy? Isit trueof the average boy or in proportion 
to population? Andisittrueinany other country 
than our own? : 

Again. Why isit, thatthe enterprising country 
boy leaves the farm, his native heatb, where he is 
needed mare than anywhere else, and seek other 
fields for his energy.’ 

And mainly. If the city boy has not succeeded as 
well as the other, why? What lesson is he to learn 
that will enable him to come to the front in his 
own fields and meet all the demands fur success? 

These, Inm aware, are ‘all hard questions, and I 
have no hope of answering them, even to my own 
sitisfaction. My great desire in this paper, is to 
stimulate thought and bring to bear upon the so!u- 
tion of the questions the intel'ectual foree of wiser 
heads, If we succeed, the profit may be two fola; 
the benefit of the rural interests, and perhaps 
wg the city boy toa higher and more successful 

ife. 


As tothe greater average success of the country 
boy, I think the case is not yet made out. Iam not 
disposed to deny or challenge the proposition as 
stated, but simply tointimate that tie information 
at hand is not yet sufficiently extended and thor- 
ough toadmit of intelligent Gecision. It is prob- 
able thatit gets its semblance of truth from the 
fact that our population bas been largely a rural 
population, and our towns and cities made up, ina 
large degree, of people from the country. 


sut amore important question arises. We see 
unmistakably, that the energetic, enterprising, 
eountry boy does leave his country home. Why is 


this? Our agriculture is a most vital interest in our 
economy, and yet nene, perhaps, is so far behind in 
all points of development and profit, Why does 
not this notable boy emply his prolifie powers on 
this janzuishing field, and bring it up in line with 
our country’s prozress? One reason I am satistied 
is, that our educational and social advantages in 
the country have been so inferior that no ambitious 
Ayoy is willing to stay there. Dawning intellect will 
i light, and as the light in- 


scek the dawning 
creases in any quarter, the henithy, active 
mind Struggies toward it. The couniry 


boy starts out with a healthy mind, _ get- 
ting most of hislearning and trainingin the rude 
but grand hLalls of nature. But as his mind unfolds, 
he wants better advantaces and higher associatiens, 
Nature is a great and wiseteacher as far asshe 


teaches, but an active brain wants some- 
thing more than her undeveloped les~ 
sons, It must have contact andassociation 
with minds that think and work. Na- 


ture’s school is good, but nature’s god never in- 
tended that it should do all the work of education 
for us. The educational advantages in the rural 
districts have been, for many years, very unsatis- 
factory, to say the least. We hnve had enough of 
publie schools to well-nigh drive out all other 
echools, and yet notenough toafiord much solid 
help. The benetits of the system -are, at 
yet, almost entirely in the future, The presens 
cry for broader and better cducation is healtby and 
destined to be heard. How to answer this cry is al- 
ready the theme of the day and wetrust will con- 
tinue to be until every neighborhood in Georzia has 
a good school house, anine months’ school and a 
teacher of undoubed competency. To accomplish 
this, especially to supply competent téacheis for 
these schoo!s our halls for higher education must be 
kept upon and actively at work, Ifthe state is to 
educate where the state is most benefitted, it seems 
to me sic must work at the top as well as at the 
bottom. It will profit but little to increase the 
number and time of our pubiic schools, unless we 
increase the number and competency of our 
teachers. 

In doing this there is a good work for our colleges 
and wniversities, of both church «and state, and 
there is room enough for each to employ its utmost 
strength. Werel discussing the question of true 
aud Lest education, I mightindicate what Ithonght 
to be the work of each. The history of education, 
even higher education, demonstrates that there has 
been something*lacking. What that something is, 
a wise state in the nineteenth century ought to dis- 
cover and profitby, evenif she had togo tothe 
feet of Christianity tolearn it. But this is notin 
the range of the pre-ent paper. 

Another reason why the country boy leaves the 
couutry is because farmingis so poorly remunerative. 
Thesystem of agriculture, for years past, has been 
such as to offer poor encouragement toan inspiring 
boy. The state has given but little help or compe- 
tent thought toit, and, witha few honorable ex- 
ceptions, the farmers have made little effort to 
improve the system. We have had the blessing 
of good soil and climate with all their accompany- 
ing advantages. ‘Theseinvite tne tillers toil with 
most flattering promises. And yet the knowledge 
2nd habits of farming, as arule, have been so rude 
4; tomake the vocation a most undesirable and 
even precarious one. We have made some ad- 
vances in the last few years, I have seen better 
work this year, in the care of land and in preparing 
for and cultivating crops, than for twenty years or 
more. But the necessity for yet greater and more 
practicle information is too manifest to need com 
nent or exbortation, Iam giad tothink, too, that 
comme.t is not needed, because of the gratifying 
fact that the farmers and the 
state are awakening to the importance 
of this work, and are moving to meet its demands. 
The hand of the state is opening in help, and-as 
the benefits become more manifest and abundant, 
it will open still more. In both these enterprises, 
education and agriculture, hope begins to gitd the 
horizon and give promises of brighter day inthe 
country. And when this brighter day comes, we 
may dxpect to retain this enterprising farm boy in 
his vative field, 

There is another most vital question, vital to the 
country at large and vital especially to the erty 
boy; the question as to how he is to bring his life to 
the higher degree of success. Admitting that 


he succeeds as well as the country boy, 
it yet remains true that there are 
too many failures, far too much wreck of 


life. The city boy, in fact, ought to succeed better 
than the other. Toall appearances be has the ad- 
yantage in all that would go to furnishing a life the 
best ends. Certainly he has the advantage in edus 
ecution and society, and then he is brought more 
constantly in contact with the busy, active, think- 
ing world, besides having many other helps which 
pugh themselves upon him. He is not interior to 
any in native intellect and other capacities for 
good work. His powers of physical indurance, 
even, are perhaps superior, We found, during the 
late war, that be made the more hardy and better 
soldier. Whythen, with a good mind and all these 
helps, does he not succeed beyond all others. The 
question involves not only the boy’s succese and 
happiness, but vast resources of political economy. 
We have never properly appreciated the great 
means of national wealth and prosperity that are 
contained in the intellectual, moral and industrial 
forces of our boys, 

Proceeding on the assumption that the country 
boy succeeds best, I have asked many thoughtful 
men why itisso. The answers have been various, 
and yet taken together they give, by implication, a 
pretty good code for a usetul life. One man says, 
the country boy succeeds because he has been 
taught to work six daysin the week. Anothersays, 
because he bas been taught self-denial and inde- 
wendenee. And yet another, that obedience has 
ecn implanted in him, so that it becomes a rule of 
life. and subordinates him to all the laws of success. 
Another still, that his early life of bardship and 
even povert«, l@s not only induced habits of indus- 
tr< aud patience, but taught him the value of 
money and those other adyantages for professional 
and business success. To these we may add that he 
was born and started life “next neighbor to na- 
ture.”? Nature and a boy are very closely related, 
and are always the best of t.eighbors. With such 
company a boy is apt to become natural and strong, 
and prepared tograsp the questions of life with

a pl ae common sense. These are all lessons for 
¥ boy. 

Iam persuaded, however, that there is another 
work to be done for him which fs of equal potency, 
aud which should both precede and accompany 
these lessons. I refertothe duty of keeping him 
from forming those habits which tend most ofall to 
cestroy the manly principles, Idleness, love of ease, 
love of pleasure, self-indulgence, extravagance, 
anddissipation, when once they take hold of u boy, 
soon yze all man!y aspiration and self respect, 
and far toOoften sink him toshameandruin. We 
need toteach ovr boys right principles, but we 
should also, by all means, keep them from the 
dwarfing, corrupting influences of wnuch of the gay 
ariificial, sensuai, dissipating city life. They not 
only dwarfand blight the boy but they block the 
way to all manly integrity and success. He is 
lacking, and needs help, in the domain of the 
hisBer moral man, eni this, not so much that he 
has not been taught right principles, as that he has 
not been withheld from the wrong. There is no 
doubt more instruction for good in towns and citics 
than the country, but there abounds also more that 
is corrupting and debasing. 

But again, duty compels me to go a step farther, 
and to say that the religious elemeht must be evltt- 
vated, aud wfely enltivated, if we won!d lead our 
boys to any general and high degree of success. I 
ain aware that I write from the standpoint of edu- 
cational aud industrialeconomy, But Lam aware 
also that I write in a country and in times where 
there has been, and isyet, far too much faiiure and 
ruin of life, I am assured also that the world has 
been too slow in recognizing the fact, that a true re- 
ligion Is the only force that can hold life steady and 
hook it on toa higher destiny; and is the only con- 
servator of all that pertains to the hapiness and 


prosperity of man. This 1 say without hes- 
itation, because both nature and his- 
tory have proven ee be true, 


aud [ say it earnestly because our boys have a right 
toitshelp. Thisis especially necessary in towns 
and cities where there are so many artificial and 
distracting influences at work. There the boy has 
but little timne to think, to communicate with him- 
sclfor with nature, and hence tle necessity of be 
ing led tothe very head and centerof ail lite and 
to commune with nature’s God, whe is also, ina 
very high degree, his Father. The wisdom of 
Minerva, though she was ‘“‘born of the brain of her 
sire.’’ while it may interest and occupy an unstab e, 
fluetuating world, can neyer meet the demands of 
a progressive humanity. Itis too co!d and narrow, 
while humanity is teo big and Godlike. Mere in 

tellectis not enough. Milton's ‘right bath of vir- 
tuous and noble education, laborious ind~ed at fist 
ascent, but else so smooth and green and full of 
goodly pro pects and melodivus sounds,” is more 
like to become the true path that leads to the tem- 
ple of man, where a boy can finda home, and 
learn the lesson of a truly successful life, the only 
li’‘e worth- living. To know and be himself, he 
must know bis Father, God.

North Carolina Water Spouts,. 

EDITORS CoNsTITUTION: Seeing in a recent 
issue of your daily a refe:ence to ‘“‘water spouts,” 
andin connection with it your statement that 
“little is known in reference to them,”’ in the way 
of eliciting further observation and discussion of 
thissubject I give you some description of one, or 
rather a large number of them, that fell out in Clay 
county, North Carolina, in 18i7—which, by the way, 
is the first we have any account of in western North 
Carolina and the borders of adjoining states, where 
they have, perhaps, more fie ;uently occurred than 
in any other section of the United States of equa 
extent. 

Iwas about five mlles southeast of where these 
water spouts fejl out. My attentiou was first attracted 
toan unusual darkness and gloom settling over the 
face of nature, at the same time the clouds ran re- 

iarkably low and with great velocity from every 
point within the sphere of my view and concentra- 
tedin one place. Fromtl.is point the lightning 
immediately began to fiash and the thunders roll, 
and this ecntinued for nearan hour with scarcely 
an interval between them. 

The area covered Ly these waterspouts was on an 
airline about one mile from north tosouth and a 
little less than a mile from east to west, as 1 found 
on visiting the locality witha friend five or six 
weeks after the occurrence. We examined the 
gound as critically as we were able and 
found that the waterspouts had fallen out on two 
paraliel ridges running westward from the loity 
pinnacle of the ‘‘Tusquitta Bald.’ The markg of the 
failing water extended from the base of the south- 
an intervening 


ern rid:e across this ridge and 
valley and up the side of that on the north toa line 
above the attitude of the first. We couned [03 


places where the waters had joured down and we 
calculated there was at least two-fifths of the area 
that was hid from our view bv intervening den 
forests sothat the whole numer con'd not bave 
been Jess than 175 or 180 that bad fallen down—and 
I use this term advisedly, we found this 
soidence that they came fromabove, the branches 
of trees that werein the line of the falling waters 
were torn from the trunks and cxrried down with 
the volumeof water.

That I represented Major Wal- 
lace as saying thatif he could get certain legisla- 
tion he could reach the case, is not only a totally 
incorrect presentation of what I said, but puts 
Major Gallace in contradiction of -his published 
statements and inxolves him in _ absolute 
absurdity. What I said was that a majorily 
of the commission decided in that 

ase that the act organizing the commission 
had not given them jurisdiction of the complaint 
made, while Major Wallace heid that the commis- 
sion had a right torequire the pool to submit all 
rates to the commiss'on, and that he thought they 
hada rightunder thelaw to correct the abuses 
complained of if the facts should show those abuses, 
I said his position then wasthat they had law 
evough and thatis his position now. I did not in 
the course of my remarks. mention the bill now 
pending at the instince ot Maior Wallace. 

I have not seen the bill and do not pretend to 
know anything of itexceptas I have seen state- 
meutsof it in the publie prints. I understand 
Major Wallace thinks this necessary in case of con- 
necting lines within the state. What I tried to make 
clear wasthat Waitlace said then that for the pur- 
pose of preserving competition and preveniing dis- 
crimination, the legislature was then sufficient. He 
thought then and thinks now that we need no 
more on this subject. 

At the time of trial of the case of the chamber of 
commerce before the commission the United States 
supreme court had not decided that the states 
could not correct abuses in interstate commerce. 
The supreme court of lilinois had held thatthe 
state could correct violations of the state law, 
although the violations even in the course of inter- 
state commerce. Now all this is settled and pursu- 
ant thereto the ftnterstate commission has been 
established by congress. .But J am made by your re- 
porterfto say that the interstate commission ‘can 
reach any case.’’ Ofcourse I did not sayso. It las 
its powers under the act of congress, It canuot 
transcend those tpowere. Major Wallace does not 
pretend that the state commission can, or that they 


desire to trench upon the — province ot 
the interstate commission. I said yes. 
terday, and say now, that with the 


lezislation of the statesand of congress all needful 
legislation up todate has been enacted. To the 
people it is all aquestion of rates. To preserve 
competition and prevent discrimination is 
for the sake of proper rates, This is ail there isin it 
to the people, whatever else there may be to politi- 
cians. It can make no difference who owns the 
roads or the stock in them, if the rates are all fair 
and right, It is suicidal to drive away capital with 
this tnreatening and hostile legislation. But it 
would be improper now to enter upona discussion 
of ths. If the imaccuracies mentioned had in- 
volved cnly myself, I should not ask this correction.

HE NEVER FEELS COLD. 


Silas Litchfield, the Strange Frost- Proof 
Man and Samson. 
From the New York Graphic. 

Humanity’s manifold freaks are dwarfed by 
the appearance of a man insensible to the dif- 
ferencesof heatand cold. His name is Silas 
C. Litchfield, and for thirty-five years he has 
lived in a temperature averaging thirty-six de- 
grees above zero. In ali those vears Mr. Litch— 
fieid has had seven days’ vacation. ‘The rest 
of the time he spent ina subterranean refrig- 
eraior. 

This frost-proof being lives in Boston, Mass., 
and is employed by Mr. 8S. 8S. Learnard, of 
Quincy market, stall No. 50. Mr. Litelfield, 
the frost-proof man, has the reputaticn of being 
one of the strougest-men, physically, that was 
ever known aronnd the market. In discussing 
himself, Mr. Litchfield said: 

‘‘My name is Silas C. Litchfield. Iam sixty 
years old. Forthirty-five years l have worked 
in this cellar, during which time I have had 
only seven days vacation, and during the last 
twenty-six vears only one day off, when I at-— 
tended the firemen’s muster last vear. In my 
early days I was supposed to be the strongest 
man physically hereabouts, and carried. the 
largest ox and hogthat ever came into the 
market. Iam the only man who has been 
seen to take a barrel of beef weighing four 
hundred pounds, walk up the stairs and de- 
liver it across the street. I have coopered ten 
barrels in lessthan eleven minutes right in 
here. Il come to work every morning at 2:50, 
and continue to cut beef, with about two 
hours out of the refrigerator for meals, until 
five o'clock in the afternoon. 

“How dol likeit! Why, I would rather be 
in there on a hot day than outside “sweltering. 
J’m acclimated, and think no more of coming 
in here to work than you do of going into your 
office. <Ain’t I ever sick? Why, bless you, 
I’ve never been sick a day in my life, and 
never have a pain orache, I can either go in 
or come ont with impunity, and never feel the 
slightest difference in the two extrem/s. 

‘*T can go from an atmosphere of 10 degrees 
into my 36 degree ice—box and don’t iee! any 
different from what you do going irom one 
room to another. In fact I’ve got no fvel'n’ ag 
far as hot and cold is concerned.”’ 

Mr. Litchfieid’s employer speaks in the 
highest terms of his employe, and said that at 
one time Silas Litchfield was considered the 
strongest man in Boston. His insensibility to 
cold is due entirely to his long lifein the re— 
frigerator.

CHARLEY KNIGHT SHOT DOWN BY 
oo A POLICEMAN. 


Patrolman Ed Chanler was called upon by a 
woman to arrest Charloy Knight, and when he 
arrived at the corner of Ellis street and Lo- 
* gan’s alley, he found a negro drunk and cut 
ting up, and attempted to arrest bim. 

The negro resisted, and the policeman strug- 
gied with him for some time. 

HE USES HIS GUN. 

After several vain attempts to bring him to 
the stationhouse, Knight caught the patrol- 
man around his waist, pinioning both arms 
about tho elbows. The negro was a much 
Jarger man than the officer, and in the strug- 
gle, Chanler reached around his right shoulder 
and shot the negro in the left breast, the ball 
ranging [downwards through the abetor and 
producing death almost instantaneously. 

In afew minutes after the shot was fired 
there was a mob of five hundred negroes gath- 
ered around the place, and threatened the 
officer with death. . 

A telephone message was sent to police 
headquarters, and Captain Wright carried out 
a detachment of mounted men and patrolmen, 
and by his cool judgment prevented a very 
serious riot. 

A negro woman ran out and upbraided sev- 
eral negro wen for standing by and allowing a 
poor man to be killed in that manner. 

From that the crowd began to gather, and in 
afew minutes there was a frantic gang of men 
and women in front of @fticer Chanler, who 
held his ground until his fellow officers arrived 
and dispersed the mob. 

The body of the negro was carried to How- 
ard’s colored undertaking’ establishment, 
where Coroner J.C. Avary began an inquest 
on the body at fonro’clock yesterday afternoon. 

After viewing the body, the jury retired to 
the recorder’s court room and began the ex- 
amination of witnesses. The negroes who 
saw the shooting all swear, one 
way, claiming that Officer Chanler struck the 
negro three or four times ,with his club previ- 
ous to the shooting, and that he was standing 
in front of the officer when the shot was 
fired. 

Officer Chanler says that the negro caught 
him around the waist from behind, and that 
in the struggle they came very close to the ax, 
and Chanley was reaching for it when he 
reached over his left shoulder and shot the 
man in the breast. 

The jury will meet again at 2 p. m. today. 


AT MOUNT GILEAD. 


Seven Thousand People Gather at the Camp 
Ground, 

Between six and seven thousand people 
gathered at Mt. Gilead yesterday to partici- 
pate in the camp meeting which was held 
there. 

As early as six o’clock crowds began leaving 
Atlanta for the meeting grounds in every sort 
of conveyance which could be procured. The 
light wagons and buggies had been engaged 
several days in advance from all the livery 
stables in town,and when the carriages gave 
out people resorted to wagons and express 
carts, The road was made gay and pictur- 
esque by the dresses of the ladies. 

When the grounds were reached and the 
horses had been unharnessed and tied to the 
trees, the younger part of the assembled mul- 
titude scattergd themselves through the shady 
groves, generally in couples, while 
their eiders collected about the 
preaching stand and listened _ to 
several excellent sermons. Between the ser- 
mons prayers were offered and at the end of 
each two or more people said they had experi- 
enced religion and took their seats on the 
mourners’ bench. 

The services were interrupted at midday for 
dinner, and a general rush was made fora 
namber of long tables on which a meal was 
served. A great many people, however, had 
gone prepared with well lined baskets, and 
they formed little groups under the trees and 
enjoyed their repast picnic fashion. 

At2 o'clock the services were resumed, but 
before long the gathering clouds gave warning 
of an approaching thunner storm and the 
crowds began to look for shelter. The women 
ang girls were packed under buggies and wag 
ons, while tle men _ stood out and faced the 
rain or sought sheiter under the trees,

WASHINGTON, Ga., August 11.—[Special.]—

Wilkes county thissuminer. The result is so 
satisfactory inthe fieid that the liquor sale 
question will probabiy be settied in the same 
way, ‘‘wet, but not too wet.”’ Readers’ abroad 
will understand better if the case is restated. 

About three yoars abo Wilkes had an elec- 
tion under the local option law. The measure 
proposed was extreme, and roused great op- 
position and a canvas in which the town went 
wet. Asthe negroes have the majority, the 
friends of prohibition feit that the negro vote 
had defeated tliem, and this spring organized 
and petitioned the Jegislature to enact a 
special meastire as was done for Rockdale 
county.

The 
increasing bitterness, the effect on schemes of 
improvement, made all moderate’ people 
desire a settlement, so the council of 
the town of Washington, which is the center 
of licensed saloons in the county, met and 
enacted a measure te settle the trouble. The 
license is raised to 83500 and pools and billards 
forbidden in saloons, screens forbidden, and 
stringent regulations in regard to minors. It 
does not satisfy everybody, but meets with so 
much approval that it is generally believed 
the maiter is settled and present agitation will 
cease. Itis not believed the legisiature wiil 
act for Wilkes unless the whites are substan- 
tially united. if there are to be majorities 
and noses counted it is believed the legislature 
will require the count of election. It was an 
unlucky time for prehibition.

There was much excitement in Edgefield over 
the acquittal of John Yeldell, alias Flemon, 
who was yesterday acquitted of the murder of 
Blackwell. An angry crowd of men hung 
about the jail, and there was besides fear that 
a crowd were coming from the country to lynch 
the acquitted man. Press Blackwell, a 
brother of the man killed, had openly threat- 
ened to kill Yeldell. Under these circum- 
stances it was determined to get him out of 
Edgetield today. It was, therefore, arranged 
to bring him here by a special train coming 
by Aiken, thence by Branchville, a 
circuitous route much longer ban 
the usual direct one. The party arrived here 
at 9 o’clock, and Yeldell goes immediately to 
Pittsburg. In the party were an armed guard 
of twenty-five state troops, and Yeldell’s two 
lawyers. Yeldell was evidently much alarmed. 
Opinions differ as to the extent of his danger, 
but it is generally thought that bringing him 
away from Edgetield, was a proper precaution. 
The verdict of acquittal is very generally ap- 
proved.

- Washington announcing the fact that Mr. W.. 
---H. Johnson, of Columbes, had been appointed 


- {mternal revenue collector for Georgia. 
For some time it has been positively stated 


that’ Dr. C. W. Arnold, whom the president, 


had appointed, would decline the appoint— 
ment. Interviews with Dr. Arnold had been 
attempted as soon as such rumors started, but 
nothing definite could be learned. His silence 
on the subject was quite painful—to the news- 
papers. 

As s00n as it was learned that Mr. Johnson 
had been appointed, it occurred to a News and 
Advertiser reporter that probably Dr, Arnold 
had declined the appointment in order toswap 
with Mr. Johnson for his expected plum, in 
other words to exchange appointments with 
him. 

Meeting Dr. Arnold on the street yesterday 
afternoon, the reporter asked: 

“Now, that Johnson has been appointed 


frollector, do you expect to get the prospective ¢ 


appointinent for which he intended to apply?” 

“Ts that the rumor now ?” asked the doctor. 

“No, but I thought maybe you had decided 
to swap appointments with him.”’ 

“No, Lam not a candidate for any office that 
can be given.’”’ 

“Why did you decline the appointment as 
collector, doctor ?’’ 

“On my return from Washington, after hay- 
ing received the appointment, I found thatmy 
brother, who has charge of my farming inter- 
ests, was sick in bed at my house, and the 
farins very much neglected. I went out toone 
of my places and found threo 
mules at work and eight in the stock- 
ade, with no one to look aiter my in- 
terests and general chaos pervading their 
management. Ialso went to my Whitehill. 
place and found everything there in bad con- 


dition, and with severai thousand dollars in- 


vested in the crops for this year, and no one 
to look afterthem, I decided at once not to 
accept tie aflice, but to gtve my attention to 
my interests here, as they are worth more to 
me than any ofiice.’ 

“When you reached that conclusion, doctor, 
why wouldn’t you allow the papers to say so?’’ 

**1 had an object in view in keeping quiet.” 

“What was that object, had it anything to 
do with your preference for whom the ap- 
pointee should be?”’ 

“Yes, A bitter fight had been.made on me 
as soon as [ applied for the position, and when 
Isaw that I could not. accept I determined 
that my antagonists should not secure it. I at 
once wrote to Walter Johnson, of Columbus, 
with whom I was raised, and who today is as 
warm and close a friend to me asa brother 
could be. He came here about the middle of 
July and spent two days with me. I laid the 
whole matter before him, gave him my 
letter of declination as well as my indorsement 
for the position, and he left to secure it. He 
first went to Atlanta, where he secured Buck’s 
indorsement, then went to Washington, where 
he Jaid the matter before the president, and, 
as you know, received the appointment.”’ 

*“Indecliniag the office you were actuated 
by no other motives than those you have 
named ?”’ 

*‘None whatever. The ConstTITuTION and 
other papers have published different reasons 
that have, apparently, been assigned for my 
refusal, but they were all base fabrications. 
The reasons I have given you for my declina- 
tion are the only and true reasons for my 
course, notwithstanding what has been said to 
the contrary.”

LON DON AND. PARIS. 


TELLS 


- oes I. 8. HOPKINS 
WHAT HE SAW 
In Two European Capitals—Churches of the 
Pwo Cities” Compared —- A Visit to the 
Morgue. 


“The steam ship companies made nothing 
outofme. I eat three meals a day, and never 
atouch of sea-sickness troubled me either 
going or coming.” 

The speaker was Dr. I. 8S. Hopkins who has 
just returned from a globe trottingtex pedition. 

Since ho left Atlanta he has seen London 
and Paris, and he saw them as only a well edu- 
cated and well read man can‘see the great 
cities of Europe in a short time. He knew 
what he wanted to look at when he left Ameri- 
ca. He took pains to see what would be of 
use and lasting benefit to him and now he is 
able to talk about his journeyings in a most 
charming and interesting way. 

“J sailed from New York,’’ he continued, 
‘the 19th of June on the old Cunard steamer 
the Umbria and we had a most wretchedly 
tedious journey. The weather was fair but 
the ship was so badly out of condition that it 
took us twelve days to get across. I returned 
on the German Loyd steamer, the Aller, and 
the voyage was madein eight days. Qn this 
trip too the water was smooth enough, but for 
three days before reaching the banks of New 
Foundland we were in a dense fog. Every 
half minute the whistles blew and sleep was 
au impossibility. 

A DANGEROUS NEIGHBOR. 

“The third morning the fog lifteda little and 
then we saw a grand and awful sight. Within 
half a mile of us floated an immense iceberg. 
It towered 100 feet above us and it was crowned 
with piles of glistening snow. It appeared over 
200 feet in length. It wasall together an awe 
inspiring spectacle. We were too near,however 
to thoroughly enjoy it. A half mileis a very 
short distance at sea and we were glad to leave 
such a dangerous companion further and 
further behind us.”’ 

“Did you reinain any time in Liverpool ?”’ 

“I was only there long enongh to take the 
tidal train to London, and on that journey 
I traveled first-class-the only time I was in 
Europe. Theysay over there that only earls, 
fools and Americans, travel first-class, and I 
think they are about right. The second-class 
carriages are comfortabie enough for any one. 
The tidal train trave!s very fast and in two 
hours I was in London.”’ 

“How long did you remain thers { Qr 

“TI stayed in London ten days andI saw its 
streets, its bridges, its palaces, its art galleries 
and a thousand things of interest.. I visited 


ihe tower of London, the British musium,the * 


Kensenton art gallery and the Doree gallery. 
I saw pictures that were perfect dreams of 
beauty, some of them were so magnificent 
that they have become interwoven with my 
constitution, 
“THE MOST BEAUTIFUL PICTURES, 

or rather the ones that made the deepest im- 
pression on me, I saw in one of the great gal- 
leries. The subject of the first was ‘‘Sir Henry 
Hudson’s Last Voyage.’’ You remember the 
story liow the sailors mutinied way up in the 
northern seas, how they placed Hudson, his lit- 
tle son and one faithful sailor in an open boat, 
and how they were cast adrift. The picture 
represents them just after they were left be- 
hind by the big ship. The old sailor is stand- 
ing holding the child’s hand and looking after 
the mutinous vessel. Hudson himscif is sit- 
ting in the stern and you can see him slowly 
freezing to death. It is surely a wonderful 
picture, full of agony and pathos. 

“The other picture, which impressed me 
greatly, was that of a young woman in widow’s 
weeds sitting in church with her-child playing 
at her side. The sadness of her face and the 
Pity on the faces of those surrounding her 
are not to be easily forgotten.”’ 

“Did you meet any of the great men of Lon- 
don ?’’ 

“No, [had no time to see people. I was 
looking at historical monuments almost all of 
the time. The nearest I came to seeing the 
nobility was at a reception given by the Earl 
of Aberdeen, and a most charming, courteous 
gentlemen I found him. His wife is alscoadmir- 
ably suited to her position in life. I aiso visited 
the lord mayor's mansion and heard that gen- 
tleman and Lord Cunard make speeches in 
the Egyptian chamber. We Americans sat and 
listened carefully. We wondered if it was the 
English language we were hearing, hardly a 
word could we understands I was not the only 
American ppzzled by the English accent. It 
was areception given to the World Sunday 
School convention, and there were many 
Americans present. I also saw 

THE SHAH OF PERSIA 
when he arrived, and the people went mad 
with curiosity to see him. The streets were 
crowded through which he had to pass, and I 
was obliged to go a mile out of my way to get 
across a street.’’ 

“What did you 
churches?” 

‘T visited Westminster Abby, and I can’t 
express the feelings which the great building 
produces. Itisasgrand asitis unique. It is 
a strange sensation to feel that you are walking 
overthe dust of kings. By the way, while I 
was there I met the Rev. Dr. James Lee, of 
Atlanta; he was looking well and seemed to 
be enjoying himself vastly.’’ 

“Where did you go on leaving London ?”’ 

‘-T went to Paris direct, and I was not alto- 
gether pleased with what I saw there, although 
it isa most beautiful city. You can imagine 
my first impressions, I arrived there at night, 
and almost immediately went out for a walk. 
From a dark street I came suddenly on tho 
Place de la Concorde with its statu@s, its foun- 
tains. its tall obelisk and its thousand electric 
lights, way off in the distance rose the E:fell. 
It was wonderful.’’ 

‘Did you resume your sight seeing?” 

“Of course I did. The tirst day I was there 
I visited the Notre Dome cathedral, the Mad- 
alaine and the Pantheon. After Westminster 
Abbey these churches locked like great barns, 
and did not seem to me imposing. The Panthe- 
on is now almost deserted, but it would be in- 
teresting if only from the fact that Voltaire and 
Victor Hugo are buried there. But the his- 
tory of the place is interesting. It was first a 
church, then a temple of liberty, then a church 
again, and now it is almost abundoned.”’ 

‘What du you think of the Parisian people ?”” 

“They alarmed me. Such godlessness made 
me tear for the futureof such a people. I 
was there on the 14th of July, which is the 
anniversary of the capture of the Bastile, and 
it was a pandimonium. Young men and 
women wont about the streets aJl day singing 
bachanalian*songs. At night it was even 
worse. I saw at least twenty improvised balls. 
A band of music would passs some cafe, they 
would be dragged in, and in five minutes a 
ball was under way. Ileft the streets at one 
o’clock that night, and the next morning the 
people were still dancing, singiug and shout- 
ing.

AND THE EXPOSITION. 

‘Did you visit the expositicn.’’ 

‘Yes, indeed. It would take twelve months 
toseoitall. The American exhibit, however, 
makes a poor show. It is very hard ta find and 
when it is found there is very little of it. The 
Edison electric inventions attracted most at- 
tention, and Tiffany the, New York jeweler, 
and the Waterbury Watch company also have 
fine exhibits; ot 1er than these was litile to in- 
terest any one.”’ 

‘“*And the Eifel tower?”’ 

**T tried to zo up it for days, but the crowd 
was so great that [ never got higher than the 
second landing, you go up in an elevator 


per, making a hundred {which it carries cach 
trip. During seven weeks $31,000 was taken 
in from the people going up,so you can imag- 
ine the crowd.” 

“Did you see inany of the palaces?” 

“I saw all I could see and one of the most in 
teresting was the palace of Clany, there they 
have a remarkable collection of Roman 
armor and Roman antiquities. There isa mar. 
ble bath which was used by the ancient Ro- 
maus and an old wellfrom which they drew 
their water.’’ | 

“I also visited Versailles, near Paris, and the 
Palace of St. Cloud,which you can reach by lit- 
tle boats ranning up the Seine. It must have 
been very beautiful once, but now it is a ruin. 
The communists completely destroyed the 
building, but they could not destroy the foun- 
tains, which are wonderful. In one place 


water rushes from lions’ mouths, and tise ef- 
fect cannot be described. 

_ “Did you see anything of the darker side of 
Paris? 

“I went through the catacombs, and saw 
the bones of 3,000,000 of human bein; gs ar- 
ranged in piles and let into the walls as orna- 
mental work. It is interesting, but depressing. 
ITalso visited the morgue. There were seven 
dead bodies there for recognition. One of 
them had _ evidently been  wmurdered, 
but I was struck by the expression of 
periect peace on all the dead faces. 
I was tuid that a great net 
is stretched acrossthe Seine, just below the 
bridges. Every morning these nets are drawn 
in, and some ghastly catch is always found.” 

‘Did you hear much talk of politics ?”’ 

“{ heard agreat deal of Boulanger, and I 
think there is great uncertitude as to nolitics, 
but Lam satisfied the people are disgusted 
with Boulanger. His last proclamation did 
the work, when he stated that no such out- 
rage had ever been perpetrated as was com- 
mitted by the chamber of deputiesgwhen they 
refused to allow him to be elected. 

‘Would you like to return ?”’ 

*‘1t’s too soon to talk about that. I enjoyed 
every moment of mytime, andI feel that I 
have received lasting benefits by what I have 
seen, but I am glad, more glad than I can say, 
to be in Atlanta again.”’
